Mr Justice Goldaoy, in giving judgment, 
» apid—‘ If the ovidenco un the part of tho 
defendant convine.d mo that the broker 
had actual knowledge, not a mere suspicion 
of the Co, haviny ausperided paymont pre- 
vious to his selling these shares tu the de- 
fendant and. wad also’ aware that the 
defendant was: ignorant of this, “and that 
having this knowledge ho did net disclose 
. the fact, de rather concouled it from the 
defendant, and that le did mako the alleged 
representations, I should have no hesita- 
tion tp finding a verdict for the defendant. 
In my opinion wil moréantile contracts if at 
the timo of negatialing the contract one, 
party to the contract suppresses or neglects 
to communicate. a materinl fact within 
his knowledye, which tho other party has 
not the means of knowing or is nat presum- 
ad to knuw, thut is 
nicated would indice tho other’ party 
oither to refrain altogether from the cou- |

His Lordship, however, was not propared 
to asy that there was auch a concoalment 
or miareprosentation ini this case, and be 
gave judgment for the plaintiff. Commont- 
ing'ov the jndginent, tho Straits Times 
asaya :—' The evidence, as wo think, tended 
to show that the broker, having been in- 
structed to sell the shares at any price ob- 
tainable, had simply tampted the defendant 
with a price which, as compared with former 
prices, appeared to be very low, and that 
the defendant, being induced by the desire 
to make a large profit, bought the ‘shares, 
and, finding. very soon that he. had mado a 
bud bargain, endeavoured to get out of it. 

“Ti will be generally held that any other 
decision would havo bean injurious to the 
community. In fact, if, on such evidence, 
the buyer had been allowed relief from his 
contract, it would become difficult for 
Europeans to deal with Asiatics at all, 
Cash on ‘delivery, or cash against ducu- 
ments, would have to give place to cash on 
conversation; and even cash on conyeraa- 
tion would not have sufficed in this case, 
because the *‘ calls” were a liability that 
could not be covered in any way other than 
by a dopositin security. It must bo furthor 
added thatthe recent numerous decisions 
in favaut of Chinamen (the soundness of 
which we do not impugn) have incidentully 
tanded to induco many Asiatics to thiuk 
that they can get out of almost any bargain, 
and while, clearly, that impression is only the 
result of an ill-instructud -subtlety, it is 
nevortheloss fortunate that a cus has aptly 
occurred, in which the law hag heen able, 
justly to enforce a share. contract, . Fur it 
is to the general good that all: persons
